Trudeau Furious 


Some 3.500 British Columbia members of the 
Pulp and Paper Workers of Canada have voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of strike action. 

Results of Wednesday's vote tabulated by late 
Thursday night showed 91 per cent of those who 
ca^c ballots Javoged strike action if talks fail be¬ 
tween now ana July 1. The present agreement 
terminates then. 

The men involved work in pulp and paper mills 
at Castlegar, Crofton, Woodfibre, Nanaimo, Gold 
River and Prince Rupert. 

Efforts of conciliation officer J. A. Laffling to 
bring about a settlement failed a week ago. 

The vote means the union can serve the pulp 
and paper mills with 48-hour strike notice in time 
for the men to walk off the job legally the moment 
the contract expires. 

Orville Braaten, president of the union, said 
the companies had shown “no willingness to get 
into meaningful negotiations.” 

The strike vote made it obvious, he said, that 
the workers “are fed up with the companies’ failure 
to bargain seriously."
